Update  on  the  Parcel  B  Housing 
Devefopn^ent  Project 


The  Parcel  B  housing  development 
project  is  moving  ahead.  During    the 
months  of  February  and  March,  the 
Boston  Survey  Corporation  (BSC)  was 
hired  to  conduct  a  site  survey  of  Parcel 
R3-R3A    This  survey  entailed 
measuring  the  site  and  its  boundaries, 
determining  the  perimeters  of  Parcel  A 
and  B,  topographical  composition  and 
identifying  any  utihties  on  site,  and  a 
street  extension  plan    This  data  is 
necessary  before  further  planning  and 
design  work  for  the  project  can  proceed. 
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Simultaneously,  staff  are  busy 
preparing  grant  proposals  to 
secure  resources  to  cover  the 
predevelopment  costs  of 
Parcel  B    The  predevelopment 
budget  of  Parcel  B  totals  to 
approximately  one  million 
dollars    Predevelopment  costs 
are  those  expenses  which  occur  prior  to 
the  actual  construction  of  the  project 
These  costs  include  architectural  fees, 
legal  fees,  development  consultant  fees, 
surveys,  soil  testing,  environmental 
studies,  zoning  permits,  and  financing 
fees. 

Approximately  one  half  of  the  one 
million  dollar  Parcel  B  predevelopment 
budget  is  deferrable  until  construction 
of  the  project  begins.  The  remaining 
J5 15,500  needs  to  be  raised. 

To  date,  ACDC  has  successfully  secured 
resources  from  the  Community 
Economic  Development  Assistance 
Corporation  (CEDAC)  to  pay  for  the  site 
survey.  In  addition,  ACDC  has 
submitted  grant  proposals  to  eight 
private  foundations  for  predevelopment 
funds. 

Equally  important  as  raising 
predevelopment  funds,  ACDC  is 
monitoring  the  current  state  budget 
crisis  to  ensure  that  much  needed  public 


resources  for  the  development  of 
aflorciable  housing  are  not  ellminateci 
The  successful  development  of  Parcel  B 
as  affordable  housing  for  low  and 
moderate  income  families  is  dependent 
on  the  availability  of  public  subsidies. 

The  State  Senate  needs  to  hear  from  you 
that  affordable  housing  is  urgently 
needed  in  the  Chinatown  community 
The  Senate  also  needs  to  know  that 
funding  programs  such  as  the  State 
Housing  Assistance  Rental  Program 
(SHARP)  which  is  critical  to  the 
production  of  affordable  housing,  be 
continued  and  their  budgets  increased 
Please  drop  a  note  to  Senate  President 
William  Bulger  and  Senator  Patricia 
McGovern,  Chairperson  of  the  Senate 
Ways  and  Means  Committee,  stating 
your  concerns.

Jeff  is  a  member  of  the  ACDC  Board  of 
Directors  and  serves  as  the  treasurer 
and  secretary.  Jeff  owns  and  manages 
the  Shanghai  Printing  Company  on 
Ojtford  Street  in  Chinatovm.  He  was 
born  in  Boston  and  attended  local 
schools  including  the  Qunicy  School, 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  Boston  Latin 
Academy.  He  received  a  Bachelors  and 
Masters  degree  in  engineering  from  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 
Upon  graduation,  Jeff  worked  as  an 
engineer  at  the  Navel  Ordinance  Lab  in 
Washington  D.C.,  before  returning  to  the 
Boston  area  to  work  at  Raytheon. 

In  1972,  his  father  was  preparing  to 
sell  his  printing  shop  in  Chinatown. 
Rather  than  selling  the  family  business, 
Jeff  decided  to  take  over  the  printing 
shop.  In  addition  to  maintaining  the 
business  within  the  lamily,  Jeff  was  glad 
to  return  to  the  Chinatovm  community 
to  reaffirm  and  expand  his  cultural 
heritage  including  his  facility  with  the 
Chinese  langauge 

Jeff  has  since  been  a  community 
activist.  He  was  involved  in  Chinese 
Americans  for  Tommorow  where  he  ran 
a  tutoring  program.  He  also  served  on 
the  Chinatown  Greivance  Task  Force  and 
vTas  involved  with  the  early  organizing 
of  the  August  Moon  Festival    He 
has  been  a  member  of  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  Board  of  Directors  for  the  past  2  0 
years.  In  addition  to  his  current 
involvement  with  the  YMCA  and  ACDC  , 
Jeff  also  serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center. 
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When  Jeff  was  asked  to  join  ACDC,  he 
agreed  because  it  provided  the 
opportunity  to  get  more  involved  in 
Chinatown.    Furthermore,  Jeff  felt  there 
was  a  void  in  development  activity  m 
Chinatown  and  ACDC  was  an  ideal 
organization  to  fulfill  that  need.    As  Jeff 
is  interested  in  learning  about  the 
development  process,  he  thought  that 
through  his  participation  m  ACDC,  he 
could  learn  as  well  as  benefit  the 
community. 

Jeff  feels  that  ACDC  is  an  important 
community  organization  because  its 
mission  is  centered  around  improving 
the  quality  of  life  m  Chinatown.  He  is 
proud  that  ACDC  members  have  strong 
community  roots.  He  feels  that  as  a 
result,  ACDC  is  more  grassroots  and 
community  -oriented 

There  are  several  issues  facing 
Chinatown  which  Jeff  feel  are  important 
to  address    One  is  the  prejudice  among 
some  Chinese  people  which  serves  as  a 
barrier  between  American  born  and 
natural  born  Chinese,  and  keep  various 
ethnic  Chinese  groups  divided  from  each 
other  such  as  Chinese  from  Southeast 
Asia. 

Jeff  is  also  concerned  about  the  impact 
of  development  on  the  future  viability 
of  the  Chinatown  community. 
Specifically,  he  is  concerned  about 
Chinatown's  ability  to  grow  and  expand 
in  light  of  continued  institutional 
expansion  and  the  revitalization  of  the 
Combat  Zone  as  office  buildings  and 
upscale  retail.  At  the  same  time,  Jeff 
sees  the  depression  of  the  Central 
Artery  and  the  potential  availability  of 
land  as  a  critical  opportunity  for 


Chinatown  expansion.  He  feels  that  it  is 
important  that  Chmatovm  is  prepared  to 
claim  its  fair  share  of  the  land. 

Finally,  Jeff  feels  that  its  important  for 
Asians  to  get  more  involved  in  the 
political  process.  Through  such  efforts 
as  voter  registration,  community  leaders 
can  empower  Asians  to  exert  their 
rights  and  make  their  needs  known. 
While  Jeff  recognizes  that  ACDC  needs 
money  and  additional  staffing  to 
accomplish  all  its  goals,  he  is  very 
optimistic  about  ACDC's  future    He 
believes  that  the  successful  completion 
of  the  Parcel  B  housing  development 
project  will  make  ACDC  visible  and  give 
it  credibility  in  the  community.  Then, 
as  Jeff  says,  "ACDC  will  be  able  to  exert 
more  power  to  move  forward  vnth  new 
projects  and  programs. '

For  the  past  two  years,  the 
Chinatown -South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  (CNC)  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  have 
been  engaged  in  a  community  planning 
process  to  develop  a  set  of  guidelines 
for  the  future  of  Chmatov/n    The 
Chinatown  Community  Plan  will  define  a 
community -based  development  agenda 
for  housing,  community  services, 
business  and  economic  development, 
land  use  and,  transportation  and  traffic 
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Since  the  community  ratifieci  the     _==,^^^=== 

plans  overall  goals  last  year,  the     pff  SA?f  ?f' 

CNC  and  BRA,  with  the  assistance 

of  technical  consultants,  have 

been  developing  specific 

programs  to  implement  the  objectives  of 

the  plan. 

This  article  vhll  focus  on  the  business 
and  economic  development  strategies 
for  Chinatown.    Part  of  the  planning 
effort  included  an  assessment  of  the 
current  status  of  life  in  China tov^. 
Some  of  the  highlights  are: 

*  Chinatown  is  among  Boston  s  poorest 
neighborhoods.  Although  Chinatown 
families  are  typically  large,  ^2% 
reported  an  annual  income  of  less  than 
$  10,000.  In  fact,  only  7%  of  Chinatown 
families  earned  over  $20,000. 

*  Chinatown  employment  is 
disproportionately  concentrated  in  the 
restaurant  and  garment  industries 
where  wages  are  low  and  vA>rlc  hours 
are  long 

*  The  Chinatown  economy  is  centered 
around  food  as  lb%oi  all  businesses 
are  restaurant/bakery /grocery  or 
market  related. 

*  Chinatown  businesses  are  typically 
small  with  the  median  number  of 
employees  at  5 

*  While  42%  of  Chinatown  businesses 
offer  health  insurance  to  their 
employees,  only  29%  of  restaurants 
(Chinatown's  largest  employer)  offer 
health  insurance. 

Based  on  this  evaluation  of  the  economic 


conditions  in  Chinatown, 
residents,  businesspeople  and 
community  leaders  identified  the 
following  objectives  as  priorities 
for  business  and  economic 
development  in  Chinatown. 

a)  Revitalize  the  business  and 
commercial  core  of  Chinatown  and 
expand  into  neighboring  areas 

b)  Diversify  the  economic  base  by 
introducing  new  types  of  business  and 
economic  activity. 

c)  Strengthen  and  improve  worker 
conditions  and  status  with  regards  to 
wages,  health  insurance,  work 
environment,  and  day  care  needs. 

d)  Increase  and  improve  the  level  of 
employment  for  Chinatown  workers 

Ultimately,  the  objective  of  economic 
development  in  Chinatown  is  to  better 
link  Chinatown  with  the  Greater  Boston 
economy  to  create  meaningful, 
good -paying  jobs  for  Chinatown  workers 
and  to  provide  a  supportive  atmosphere 
for  existing  and  new  Chinatown 
businesses  to  flourish. 

The  challenges  to  and  opportunities  for 
economic  development  are  heightened 
due  to  the  Midtown /Cultural  District 
developments  and  their  proximity  to 
Chinatown.  To  capture  and  maximize 
these  possible  opportunities,  the 
Chinatown  community  seeks  to  establish 
community -based  institutions  which  can 
systematically  tap  into  the  potential 
resources  and  provide  direct  leadership 
and  assistance  in  facilitating  the  growth, 
expansion,  and  diversification  of 


Chinatown  business  and  employment 
sources 

ACDC  IS  undertaking  two  major 
endeavors  as  part  or  tnis  community 
based  economic  development  effort. 
First  ACDC  is  serving  an  advocacy  and 
monitoring  role  to  ensure  that  Asian 
Americans  access  and  fully  participate 
in  the  anticipated  construction 
employment  boom.   In  addition,  ACDC 
will  consolidate  and  distribute  resources 
and  information  on  the  construction 
trades. 

Second,  ACDC  is  developing  the  concept 
of  an  Asian  Small  Business  Resource 
Center.   While  the  activities  of  the  Asian 
Small  Business  Resource  Center  will  be 
multi -faceted,  its  primary  objectives  are 
to: 

1 )  Promote  increased  business 
development  opportunities  in  the 
Mid tov^ /Cultural  District  as  well  as 
surrounding  downtown  areas,  thereby 
broadening  Chinatown's  traditional 
economic  base. 

2 )  Support  the  development  and 
expansion  of  Asian  owned  small 
businesses. 


A  sfdn  Smd//  Business  Resource  Center 


In  December  1966,  ACDC  s  Board  of 
Directors  initiated  a  planning  process  to 
identify  specific  programs /projects 
which  can  effectively  promote 
Chinatown's  economic  development.  An 
guiding  principle  was  that  a  community 
development  strategy  must  serve  a  dual 
purpose.    1)  to  create  and  retain  local 
employment  opportunities,  and  2)  to 
stimulate  local  control  and  generation  of 
capital. 

As  a  result  of  ACDC's  planning  process, 
ACDC  decided  to  focus  on  the  creation 
and  expansion  of  Asian  owned  small 
businesses   ACDC  believes  that  locally 
owned  small  businesses  promote  the 
retention  of  wealth  within  Chinatown, 
are  more  responsive  to  community 
employment  and  product  needs,  and 
create  an  entrepreneurial  base  in 
Chinatown  which  can,  m  turn,  promote 
business  development  m  the  future. 

ACDC  is  proposing  that  an  "Asian  Small 
Business  Resource  Center  be  created  m 
order  to  assist  new  or  existing 
Chinatown  businesses  in  the  following 
ways. 

*  Provide  hands-on"  support  and 
technical  assistance  to  individuals  who 
are  interested  in  starting  up  or 
expanding  their  businesses    Assistance 
can  include  the  development  of  business 
plans  for  products  or  services  including 
marketing,  personnel  management, 
record  keeping,  budget  analysis,  cash 
flow,  working  capital  and  product 
feasibility  analysis,  financing  packaging, 
and  other  general  business  management 
issues. 


*  Develop  an  entrepreneurial  skills 
training  program  to  help  new 
businesses  get  started  or  help  existing 
business  people  improve  their  skills  or 
solve  particular  business  problems. 
Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the 
cultural  differences  betv^reen  Asian  and 
mainstream  business  practices 

*  Identify  specific  entrepreneurial 
opportunities  which  will  be  generated 
by  Boston  s  downtown  developments 
such  as  retailing  (conventional  retail 
space,  concession  stands,  push  carts) 
and  office  building  service  needs 
(food  service,  cleaning  companies, 
interior  landscaping,  repair  shops, 
security  services). 

*  Assist  small  businesses  to  identify 
appropriately  priced  and  designed 
commercial  space  and  where  necessary, 
arrange  for  support  services  such  as 
accounting  and  legal  assistance 

*  Assist  small  businesses  to  access 
existing  and  potential  resources  for 
start-up  or  exp>anslon,  such  as 
government  supported  financing 
programs  (Small  Business 
Adminstration,  Community 
Development  Finance  Corporation)  and 
private  resources  such  as  banks,  credit 
unions  and  venture  capital  firms. 

*  Network  with  banks,  lending 
institutions,  private  and  public  agencies 
in  the  business  community  to  inform 
and  sensitize  them  to  the  special  needs 
and  issues  affecting  small  Asian  owned 
businesses 

In  the  coming  months,  ACDC  will  be 
working  closely  with  the  Chinatown 


Neighborhood  Council  and  the 
Chinatown  business  community  to  plan 
and  develop  the  Resource  Center.  We 
are  also  looking  to  our  membership  for 
ideas  and  feedback.  If  you  have  any 
comments  or  suggestions,  please  contact 
the  office.

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--  The  Boston  Business  Journal  reported 
a  state  and  nation-wide  shortage  of 
engineers  In  light  of  such  long-term 
projects  as  the  depression  of  the  Central 
Artery  and  construction  of  the  Third 
Harbor  Tunnel,  the  potential  shortage  of 
2  0,000  engineers  in  the  next  10  years 
can  pose  serious  problems.

National  Congress  of  Communfty 
Economic  De  velopment 
Conference 


The  Nabonal  Congress  of  Community 
Economic  Development  (NCCED)  is  a 
national,  non-profit  association  of 
community -t>ased  development 
organizations  engaged  in  the  economic 
revitalization  of  distressed  communities 
Founded  m  1970,  NCCED  encourages 
and  supports  its  members  efforts 
through  advocacy,  training,  fundraismg, 
technical  assistance,  research, 
publications  and  special  projects.  NCCED 
also  convenes  national  biannual 
conferences  to  give  its  members  and 
other  professionals  m  the  community 
©conomic  development  field  an 
opportunity  to  meet  and  share 
information  on  important  issues  and 
innovative  strategies    The  NCCED  held 
Its  19th  annual  conference  in 
Washington  DC  on  April  11-14,  which 
was  attended  by  ACDC  Executive 
Director  Regina  Lee 

The  theme  of  this  year's  conference  was 
"Community  Economic  Development  and 
Public  Policy:  National  and  Local 
Perspectives  "  Among  highlights  of  the 
Conference  were: 
-  Congressman  Joseph  Kennedy  of 
Massachusetts  delivered  a  keynote 


speech  during  a  luncheon  on  Capital  Hill. 
Congressman  Kennedy  vnll  reintroduce 
the  Community  Housing  Partnership  Act 
(CHPA)  which  will  authorize  $500 
million  in  federal  support  for 
community  housing  development 
organizations  to  carry  out  housing 
rehabilitation  and  development 
programs  to  serve  low  and  moderate 
income  families.  Boston's  mayor  Ray 
Flynn  also  spoke  during  the  meeting  m 
support  of  this  legislation.  Community 
organizations  are  being  asked  to  lobby 
their  Congressional  representatives  in 
support  of  this  bill  since  it  could  be  a 
very  valuable  development  tool  in  the 
creation  and  retention  of  affordable 
housing 

-  NCCED  released  the  results  of  a 
national  survey  on  the  aggregate 
production  of  CDCs  and  other 
community  -based  development 
organizations  in  housing,  enterprise 
development,  and  commercial  and 
industrial  development.  This  study  is 
the  first  large  scale  compilation  of  data 
about  the  work  of  CDCs  nationwide  and 
will  provide  a  baseline  from  which  to 
measure  the  progress  of  CDCs  into  the 
19903  and  beyond.  This  study,  entitled 
Against  All  Odds  The  Achievements  of 
Community -Based  Development 
OrganlzaUons  ,  portrays. 

a)  CDCs  operate  in  every  state  and  m 
virtually  every  major  city  in  America, 
and  account  for  many  of  the  current 
efforts  to  meet  the  needs  of  low-income 
persons  m  both  urban  and  rural 
communities. 

b)  CDCs  have  built  nearly  125,000 
units  of  housing,  over  90%  for  low 


income  occupants.   (In  Massachusetts, 
60  CDCs  with  minimal  financial  support 
created  1500  housing  units  and  3,000 
]Obs  in  1964- 1965,  while  leveraging 
$  147  million  in  public  and  private 
funds.) 

c)  CDCs  have  developed  16.4  million 
square  feet  of  retail  space,  offices, 
industrial  parks  and  other  industrial 
developments  in  economically 
distressed  communities. 

d)  CDCs  have  made  loans  to  2,046 
enterprises,  equity  investments  in  2  1 6 
ventures  and  now  operate  427 
businesses 

e)  CDC  commercial /industrial  and 
business  enterpise  development 
activities  have  accounted  for  creation 
and  retention  of  close  to  90,000  jobs  in 
the  last  five  years 

f)  CDCs  are  engaged  in  numerous 
other  activities  -  such  as  community 
organizing,  advocacy,  assistance  to  the 
homeless  and  housing  counseling  -  that 
are  critical  to  the  overall  process  of 
community -based  development. 

The  conference  vv^s  attended  by  more 
than  100  CDCs  from  across  the  country 
Besides  ACDC,  several  West  Coast  Asian 
community -based  organizations  also 
sent  representatives  to  the  conference 
One  idea  v/hlch  emerged  during 
discussions  among  the  Asian  CDCs  was 
to  organize  a  national  meeting  of  Asian 
community  development  organizations 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  exchange  of 
ideas  and  experiences   Gordon  Chin, 
Director  of  San  Francisco  s  Chinatown 
Resource  Center,  is  seeking  funding 
from  the  Ford  Foundation  to  support 
this  effort.
